GOVEURNIEENT AND POLITICS 
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GOVERNMENT 
Directives 


1. Military Government Directive No. 16, "Corporation and 
Liquidation Surplus Taxes", issued 11 May 1949, effective 1 April 
1948 is a supplement to iilitary Government Directive No. 17, dated 
23 april 1947. This directive establishes a 35 percent normal tax 
on the net income of all corporations plus a surt2x computed on the 
net income of corporations. Provisions are also made for a 35 per- 
cent liquidation surplus tax, 


Northern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No, 1949-5, 
"Ship Confiscated by’ Military Government Provost Court", issued and 
effective 3 May 1949, provides for the confiscation of 2 41-ton ship, 
Kazu Maru No. 3. The ship was confiscated according to U.S. Naval 
. Military Governnent Proclamation No. 3, "2xceptional Military Courts", 
Article 5, Section 4. 


Southern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No. 7, issued 
and effective 28 March 1949, prohibits the provisional governnents 
in the Southern Ryukyus from making loans from government funds to 
any person or organization without approval of Military Government, 
Transfer of funds between governmental sections must ae have appro= 
val of Military Governnent. 


2e The Ryukyus Military Government Plans Board was established 
in May. The purpose of the board is to study economic and financial 
problems and prepare plans thereon. Some of the problems to be dealt 
with are: the tax prorram; permanent housing and rescttlenent pro- 
gran; relationship between wages and prices; inport-export progran; 
interisland trade; efficient use of labor supply and such other 
tasks and responsibilities as may be assigned to the board by the 
Military Governor.

The speeches at these four mectings did not seem to follow the 
proposed policics decided upon at the 22 April mecting, but becare in= 
volved in a discussion of mura store prices, disposition of money col- 
lected through mura store sales, utilization of land by the Armed Forces, 
income tax payments for-1948, and governnental use of tax money. 


7. To counteract the misleading statements of members of some po- 
litical parties the officiels’of the Okinawan Civilian Adninistration, 
backed by Military Government, decided to hold meetings at various ci- 
ties over the island using Local sperkers and members of the Okinawan 
Civilian Administration to explain to the people the workings of their 
government, Surveys by political exnerts of Military Government in= 
dicate that the political unrest in Okinawa is caused in part by 
ignorance of the people regarding their governnent.

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INDUSTRY 


Food Processing 


1. Food processing in the Ryukyus is shown in the table 
below. On Okinawa there was an increase in salt production due to 
adequate fuel received by one of the salt factories; the increase 
of miso reflects an increase of raw material used for its produc- 
tion. The decrease of starch on Okinawa was caused by shortage of 
sweet potatoes suited for its production. The increase of tea pro=- 
duction and the decrease in rice cleaning on Okinawa is seasonal. 
In the Northern Ryukyus salt production decrease was caused by 
necded repairs of salt ficlds; aake decrease was due to lack of 
raw material. Favorable weather accounts for increase of salt pro= 
duction in the Southern Ryukyus.

WGLIGION 


15. During april in Miyako, Southern Ryukyus, 1,200 persons 
attended Christian Church services and 450 persons attended Sunday 
School, In Yaeyama, Southern Ryukyus, 48 adults and 200 children 
attended church services, Buddhists services were held in 3,500 
homes, 372 persons attended services in Buddhists Temples and 381 
versons attended Shinto services in April. 


16. In the Northern Ryukyus, Protestant services were held 
each Sunday with an average attendance of 40 persons. ‘Jeekly and 
Sunday Mass was celebrated with a weekly average of 1,130 persons, 
121 persons attended catechism classes held twice weekly. Budd-= 
hist services held each Sunday were attended by a total of 170 
persons, an average of 180 children attended Sunday School classes,
